the Generel Asseribly on 11 Decerber 1946 in the matter of Switzerland ere of 
gensral application it is willing to accept these conditions of adherence 
atop Confirmation by airmail folicws stop Zahir Ahmed Secretary to the 
Governrent of the Nizam of Hyderanad and Berar in the Department of External 
Affairs." 


The above decision of my Government to adhere to the Statute of the 


Internaticnal Court of Justice has been taken in ordsr to demonstrate the 


avtachment of Hyderebad to whe cause of international justice as well as in 


ordsr to Pacilitats the peaceful sclution, on the basis of internaticnal law, 
of the difficulties which have arisen between my Government and the Dominion 
of Indie, in particular with regard to the interpretation of the Standstill 
Agreement concluded between the two countries on 29 November, 1947, Tv is 
intended, cncs Hydsracad has hecome 2 party to the Statute, to sign, with 
that objec: in view, the Optional Clause of Article 36 of the Statute of the 
International Court of Justice. In view of the gravity of the situation I 
shail be cboliged if you wiil submit the present application to the Security 
Council, in conformity with Article 93 (2) of the Charter, as a natter
